If ye would 
and in the truth, ve ought to ſuffer like mar⸗ 
t you would flep like tyꝛants. Thus fo:

the nobleſt moſt hurt intended, the bꝛaggin⸗ 
geſt bꝛawler to be moſt ſafe, And euen as the 


knowledge and gouernement with the ſtue 
witt es, fo doth the lower partes of the com- 


mon welth , enterpuſe as high a matter, to 


ſtriue againſt their duetie of obedience to the 
countaile, 

But what talke I of diſobedience ſo qui⸗ 
etly, hath not ſuch mad rages runne in pour 


heades, that fo:ſaking and bꝛuſting the qui⸗ 


ctneſſe of the common veace .. ve haue hay⸗ 


ſelfe in fielde, and there lyke a byle in a body, 
nay lyke a ſinke in a towne, haue gathered 
togither all the naſtie vagabondes , and ydle 


loyterers, to beate armour againſt hun with 


whome 


hw 
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whome all godly and god ſabicctes will lyue 
and dye withall , If it be a fault when two 
fight togither , and the kings peace bꝛoken, 
and puniſhment to be ſought thercfo:e , can 
it be but an outragious and a dcteſtable mii 
chicfe, when ſo many rebels in number, ma⸗ 
liciaus in minde, miſchicuous in enterpꝛiſe, 
fight not among themſclues, but againſt all 
the kings true and obedient ſubtects,and ſcke 
to pꝛoue whether rebellion may beate downe 
honeſtye, and wickedneſſe may oucreome 
truth oꝛ no: If it be treaſon to ſpeake hay 
noully of the kings maieſtie, who is not hurt 
thereby, and the infamie returneth to the 
ſpeaker againe , what kinde of outragious 
$ ho2rible treaſon is it, to aſſemble in campe 
an arme againſt him, and ſo not oncly in- 
tende an ouerth:owe to him, and alſo to his 
common welth , but alſo to caſt him into an 
infamie, though all ontwarde and ſtraunge 
nations, and perſwade them that he is 5 — 
that they be na better then vyllaines, ich 
will not with god o2ders be ruled. That 


death can be deuiled cruetl ynough fo2 thoſe 
rebelles, 
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be true ſubtett 


rebelles, who with trouble ſekcth death, and 
can not quench the thirſt of their rebellion, 
but with the bloud of true ſubienes, and ha⸗ 
reth the kings mercifull pardon, when they 
miſcrably haue tranſgrefled , and in ſuch an 
outrage of miſchicfe , GT 
nefſe acknowledge themſelues 

ted, but cntendcth to bꝛoile the commb welth 


with the flame of their treaſon, and as much 


as lyeth in them, not onely to anope them- 
ſelues, but to deſtroy all other. He that is 
miſcontented with things that happen , and 
bicauſe he can not beare the miſexie of them, 
renteth his heare, and trareth his ſkinne, and 


| mangleth his late, which eaſeth not his ſo- 


rowe, but encreaſeth his miſcrie, map he not 
be tuſtly called mad and fantaſtical, and woz- 
thy whoſe wiſcdome ſhould be ſuſptucd:! And 
what ſhall we ſap of them, who being in the 


common welth, feeling a ſoꝛe gricuous vnto 


them, + caſte to haue bene amended, ſought 
not the remedy, but hath mcreafed the griefe, 
and like frantick beaſts raging agauiſt their 
head, doth teare and deface as much as lyeth 
in them, his whole authozitie Pon 


tothe Rebell. 


ment, and violently taketh to themſelnes 
that rule on them, which he by pollicie hath 
graunted vnto other. Ind who waping well 
the heauineTe of the fault , may not iuſtipc 
ſap and holde, them to be wozle herein then 
any kinde of bꝛute beaſtes. Fo2 we ſee that 
the ſherpe will obey the Shepheard, and the 
nete be ruled by the Neteheard, and the hoꝛſe 
will know his Keeperzand the Dogge will be 
in awe of his Baiſtcr,and euery one of them 
kede there, and of that, as his keper and ru⸗ 
ler doth appoint him, and goeth from thence, 
and that, as he is foꝛbidden by his ruler. And 
vet we haue not heard of, that any heard o: 
companpe of theſe, haue riſen againſt their 
heardman oꝛ gouernour, but be alwaies con⸗ 
tented not onely to obey them, but alſo to ſuf- 
ker them to take pꝛoſite of them. And we ſec 
furthermoze that all heardes and all ſo:tes, 
be moꝛe eger in fierceneſſe againſt all kinde 
of ffraungers, then they be againe their own 
rulers, and will eaſier offende him who hath 
not hurt them, than touche their ruler who 
ſeketh p2ofite on them. But ye that ought to 


be gouerned by pour Pagiſtrates , as the 
D.. heards 
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heards by the heardman, and ought to be like 
theepe to your king, who ought to be like a 
Shepheard vnto pou, cuen in the tine when 
pour pꝛofite was ſought, and better redꝛeſſe 
was entended, then pour vpſtirres and vn⸗ 
quietn eſle foulde obtaine, haue beyonde the 
crueltie of all beaſtes, fowly riſen againſt 
pour ruler , and ſhewed pour ſelues woꝛthy 
to be oꝛdꝛed like beaſfes, who in kinde of o⸗ 
bedience will fall from the ſtate of men. A 
Dogge [toupeth when he his beaten of hys 
Maiſter, not fo: lacke of ſtomack, but foꝛ na- 
turall obedience, vou being not ſtriken of 
pour head but fauoured, not kept downe, but 
ſuctoured, and remedyed bv lawe, haue vio⸗ 
lently againſt lawe, not onely barcked like 
beaſtes, but alſo bitten like helhounds. What 
is the milchicke of ſedition, other not knowne 
bnto pou, oꝛ not feared? Haue not examples 
akoꝛetimes, both tolde the ende ol rebels, and 
the wickedneſſe of rebellion it ſelfe 2 But as 
fo: olde examples, let them-paſſe foꝛ a while, 
as things well to be conſidered , but at this 
pꝛeſent one thing moꝛe to be wated, Loke vp- 
on your ſelues, after ye haue wickedly ſtept 

into 


to the 'Rebell ; 


into this hoꝛrible kinde of treaſon, doe pe not 
ſee how many bottomleſſe whir lepoles of mil⸗ 
chiefe ye be golpht withal, and what lothſome 
kinds of rebellid pe be fame to wade thozow? 

Pe haue ſent oute in the Kinges name, a⸗ 
gainſt the kings will, pꝛecepts of all kindes, 
And without commaundement, commaun⸗ 
ded his ſubiedes, and vnrulilpe haue ruled, 
where pe liſted to commaund, chinking your 
owne fanſies, the kings commaundements, 
and rebelles luſtes in thinges, to be right 
gouernement of thinges, not loking what 
ſhoulde folowe by reaſon, but what poure 
ſelues folowe by affection, And ts it not a 
daungerous and a crucll kinde of treaſon, ſo 
to gine ont pꝛeceptes to the kinges people: 
There can be no iuſt execution of lawes, re- 
foꝛmation of faultes, gyning out of com- 
maundementes, but from the king . Foz in 
the king onely is the right hereof, and the au⸗ 


tho:itic of him derined by his appointment 


to his miniſters. Ye hauing no authoxtte of 

the king, but taking it of pour ſelues, what 

thinke ye pour ſelues to be? Miniſters pe be 

none, except pe * miniſters, * 
Hy. 
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he is the authour of ſedition. The kings Ba- 
eſty intendeth to maintaine peace, and to op- 
pꝛelſe warre, pe ſtirre vp vpꝛoꝛes of people, 
hurlie burlies of vagabonds, routes of rob- 
bers, is this any part of the kings munifterp 2 
If a vagabond would dor what him luſt, and 
call humſelte pour ſeruaunt, and exccute ſuch 
offices of truſt, whether pe woulde o2 no, as 
pc hane committed to an other mans credit, 
what would eucry one of pou ſap oꝛ doc here⸗ 
in: Would ve ſuffer it? Ye wander out of 
houſes, ye make cueryv day newe matters as 
t pleaſeth vou, pe take in hande the erccutti- 
on of thoſe things, God by his woꝛde foꝛbid⸗ 
ding the ſame, which God hath put the Ba- 
giſtrates in truſt withall . UWhat can pe ſay 
to this: Js it ſuſterable thinke pe: If pe 
tolde a pꝛiuate meſſage in an other mans 
name, can it be but a falſe lie I pꝛav ve: And 
to tel a fained meſſage to the common weith, 
x that from the king, can it be honeſt thinke 
ye: To commaund is moꝛe then to ſpeake, 
what is it then to commaund ſo trapto:ous a 
lie? This then which is in woꝛde a deceitfull 
lic, ⁊ in dede a trayterons face, noyſome to 


the 
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the common welth,vnhono:able to the king. 


miſchieuous in you, how can vou otherwiſe 
iudge of it, but to be an vitheard of, and no⸗ 
table diſobedience to the king, and therefoꝛe 
by notable example to be puniched, and not 

with gentleneſle of pardon to be foꝛgiuen. 
He haue robbed euery honeſt houſc, and 
ſpopled them vmuſtly, and pittioully wꝛonge 
poꝛe men being no oſtenders, to their vtter 
bndoing , and vet ye thinke ye haue not bꝛo⸗ 
ken the kings lawes . The kings aieſties 
law and his commaundement is, that cuery 
man ſhould ſafely kepe his owne , and vſe it 
reaſonably to an honeſt gaine of his lyuing. 
Ye violently take and carie away from men 
without cauſe, all things wherbp they ſhould 
maintaine, not oncly themſclues but alſo 
their familie, and leaue them ſo naked, that 
they ſhall feele the ſmart of pour curſed en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe, longer then your owne vnnaturall, 
and vngodlye ſtomackes would well vouch- 
ſafe, By iuſtice pe ſhoulde ncyther hurt, 
noꝛ wꝛong man, and pour pꝛetenſed cauſe, 
of this monſtrous ſturre, is to encreaſe mens 
welth. 3 howe many, and ſape truth, 
D. iu. haue 
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hanc ve decaped and vndone,by ſpoyling and 


taking away their gods! How ſhould honeſt 
men hue quietly in the common welth at any 
time , if their godes other gotten by their 
owne labour, oꝛ left to them by their friends, 
ſhall vnlawfully and vnoꝛderly, to the feeding 
of a ſoꝛt of rebels, be ſpopled and waſted, and 
vtterly ſcattred abꝛode? The thing pe take, is 
not pour right, it is an other mans own. The 
maner of taking againſt his will, is vnlaw- 
full and againſt the oꝛder of enerp god com- 
mon welth. The cauſe why ye take it, is miſ⸗ 
chieuous + hoꝛrible, to fatte vp pour ſedition. 
Ye that take it, be wicked traytoꝛs, and com⸗ 
mon enimies of all god oꝛder. If he that de , 
ſireth an other mans godes , oꝛ cattell doe 
fault, what doth he thinke pou, whoſe deſire, 
taking foloweth , and is led to and fro by 
luſt, as his wicked fanſie voide of reaſon doth 
guide him? He that vſcth not his owne, well 
and charitably , hath much to aunſwere fo, 
and ſhall they be thought not vniuſt, who not 
onely take away other mens, but alſo miſbſe 
and waſte the ſame vngodlye 2 They that 
mn things p:iuily'away, and ſteale ſecretly 


and 


tothe 
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and conertly other mens godes, be by lawe 
tudged wozthye death , And ſhall they that 
without ſhame ſpoyle things openly, and be 
not afcarde by impudence to pꝛofeſſe their 
ſpople,Ve thought eyther honeſt creatures to 
God, 02 fapthfull ſubiedes to their King, 02 

naturall men to their Countrie: It nothing 
had mourd you but the crample of miſchtefe, 
and the fowle p:aciſc of other moued by the 
ſame , ve ſhould vet haue abſkapned from ſo 
licencious and fo villanous a ſhewe of rob⸗ 
berie, conſidering how many honeſter there 
be that being loth their wickedneſſe ſhould be 


blaſed ab2oade, vet be founde out by pꝛouy⸗ 


dence, and hanged foꝛ deſart. TWihat ſhall we 
then thinke oꝛ ſap of you? Shall we call you 
pickers, oꝛ hid thenes,nap moꝛe then theues, 
day theues, herd ſtelers, ſhire ſpoilers, and 
vtter deſtropers of all kindes of families, 
both amonge the poꝛe, and alſo among the 
riche. Let vs vet further ſe, is there no mo 
thinges wherein ve haue b:oken the Kings 
lawes, and ſo vylie diſobeyed him, contrarie 
to your bounden dutie, 


Pohinenct only poyled the Kingestrue 
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ſabicts of their godes, but alſo pe haue im 
pꝛiſoned their bodies, which ſhoulde be at li 
bertic under the King, and reſtramed them 
of their ſeruice,which by duttc they owe the 


Bing, and avpaircd both ſtrength and hclth, 
wherewith they liue and ſerue the King, Js 


there any honeſt thing moꝛe deſtred than li⸗ 


bertie, pe haue ſhamefullye ſpoyled them 
thereof. Is there any thing moze dutifull 
than to ſerue their Loꝛde and Mailer 2 But 


as that was deſerued of the one part, ſo was 


it hindered and ſfopped on your part. Fo? 
nepther can the King be (crucd, noꝛ families 
kept , no2 the common welth loked vnto, 


where fredome of libertie is ffopped, and 


diligence of ſeruice is hind:ed, and the help of 
ſtrength + helth abated, ens bodies ought 
to be free from all mens bondage + cruelty, 
and only in this Nealme be ſubic in publike 


; puniſhment, to our publike gouernour, and 


neyther be touched of headleſſe Captaines, 
noꝛ holden of bꝛainleſſe Rebels. Foꝛ the go- 
uernement of ſo pꝛecious a thing, ought to 
belong vnto the moſt noble ruler , and not 
luſfly to be in every mans power, Gn 

iuſtly 
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fuſtily cucry liuing mans treaſure. Fo2 what 
godecs be ſo deare to euery man as his owne 
bodic is, which is the true veſlell of the mind 
to be meaſurablp kept of cuery man, foz all 
exerciſes and ſcruices of the minde. If ye 
mayc not of pour owne authoꝛitie, meddle 
with mens godes, much leſſe you maye of 
pour gwne autho2itic take oꝛder wich nens 
bodtrs. Foz what be godes in compariſon of 
health, libertic, and ſtrength , which be all 
ſettled and faſtened in the body. They that 
ſtrike other, doe greatly oftende and be iuſtiy 
puniſhable . And thall they that cxuclly and 
wꝛongfully toꝛment mennes bodpes with; 
vꝛons, and impꝛiſonments, be thought not of 
other, beit of themſelues honeſt, and playne, 
and true dealing men: Mhat ſhall we ſaye 
by them who in a pꝛiuate buſincſſe, wul let a 
man to go his tourney in the Ringes higbe 
way:? Da they not think pe playne wrong: 
Chen in a common cauſe, not only to hinder 
them, but alſo to dealie cruelly with them., 
and ſhutte them from doing their ſernice to 

the Kinge , and their dutie to the common 
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miſchlele thinke pe⸗ What an hinderaunce 


is it, to haut a god garment hurt, any icwell 
appaixed, oꝛ any eſtæmed thing to be decap⸗ 
cd 2 And ſceing no carthly thing, a man hath 
moꝛe pꝛecious than his body, to caule it to be 
tcruelly toꝛmented with pꝛons, feebled with 
colde, weakened with oꝛdering, can it be 
thought any other thing but wꝛong to the 
ſuffcrcr, crucltie in the docr, and great diſo- 


ſo vapttifully vere men, caſt them in pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, lade them with y2ons, pyne them with 
famine, contrarie to the rule of nature, con- 
trarie to the Kings Paieſties lawes,contra- 
rie to Gods holy odinaunces , haning no 
matter, but pꝛetenſed and fapned gloſes, pe 
be not only diſobedtent to the King like Res 
belles, but withſtanding the lawe of nature 


ercept the Uinges Maieſtie, without reſpect 
of vour deſeruing, doc mercifully- graunt 
vou of his godneſle, that as yon cannot eſs

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bedience and tranigreſſion to the king: How | 
then be ve able to defends it?: But ſeeing ye ©. 


lyke beaſts, and ſo wozthte to die like Dogs, «

ſmall things enterpꝛiſe great matters, t as 
though pe could not ſatiſfie your ſelfe , if ye 
ſhould lcave anve muſchiefe vndone, haue 
ſought bloud with crucitic , and haue flapne 
of the kings true ſubtectes many, thinking 
their murder to be pour defence, when as pe 
haue encreaſed the fault of pour vilercbetlt- 
on, with the hozrour of bloudſhed, and ſo 
haue burdened miſchiefe wyth nuſchiefe, 
while it come to an impo:table weight of 
miſchiete. What could we doe moꝛe, in the 
hoꝛribleſt kinde of faultes, to the greateſt 
tranſgreſſours, and oſtendours of God and 
me,then to loke ſtraightly on them by death, 
and ſo to rid them ont of the common welth 
by ſeuere puniſhment , whome pe thought 
vnwoꝛthy to line among men fo2 their do- 
ings. And thoſe who hath not offended the 
king, but defended his realme, and by obedt- 
* ence of ſerutce fonght to prmtſhe the diſobe⸗ 
dient, and fo? ſafegarde of euerpe man put 
themſclues vnder durtie oflawe, thoſe haue 
pe miſcrablyand cruelly layne , and bathed 
vou in their bloud, whoſe doinges ye ſhbuld 
haue folowed, and ſo haue appapꝛed the con 
CE. i. mou 
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mon welth , both by deſtrucion of god men 
and alſo by cncreaſe of rebels. And how can 
that common welth by any mcancs endure, 
wherein cucry man without autho:itie, may 
vapumſhed, ca whome he lyſte, and that in 
ſuch caſe as thoſt who be flapne, ſhew them- 
ſclucs moft noble of courage, and moſt rea- 
dy to (cruc the king, and the common welth, 
and thoſc as doc lca, be moſt villanous, and 


tranteraus rebelles, that am common welth 


did cucr ſuſt ame. Fo2 a Citie and a Pꝛo⸗ 
mince be not the faire houſes, and the ſtrong 
walles, no: the defence of any engine, but 
the lyuing bodies of men, being able in num⸗ 
ber and ſtrength, to maintame themſclues 
by god o:dcr of tuſtice, and to ſcrue foꝛ all 
neceſſary , and behoucable vſes in the com- 


mon welth. And when as mans body being a 


part of the whele common welth, is wꝛong⸗ 


fully touched any way, x ſpecially by death, * 

then ſuffereth the common welth great iniu⸗ 
ric, and that alway ſo much the moꝛe, howe - 
_ honeſfer and nobler he is, who is inturioufly 
murdered. How was the Loꝛd Sheffcld han⸗ 
nd of 

god " 


ed among vou, a noble Gentleman a 
; 
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god ſeruice, both fit foꝛ counſaile in peace, 
and fo2 conduct in warre , conſidering other 
the grauitie ot his wiſedome, oꝛ the authoꝛi⸗ 
tie ol his perſon, oꝛ his ſeruice to the common 
welth, oꝛ the hope that all men had in hym, oꝛ 
the neede that Englande had of ſuch , oꝛ a- 
mong many notablie god, his ſinguler ercel⸗ 
lencte , 02 the fauour all men bare towarde 
hum, being loued ol cucry man, and hated of 
no man. Conſidered ve, ho ſhould by duetie 
be the kings ſubtectes, other howe pe ſhoulde 
not haue offended the Bing, oꝛ after offence 
haue required the Kinges pardon, oꝛ not to 
haue refuſed his godnefle offred, o: at length 
to haue peelded to his mercie, oꝛ not to haue 
lame thoſc who came foꝛ his ſeruice, oꝛ to 
baue ſpared thoſe, who in daũger offred raun⸗ 
ſome. But all theſe things fo:gotten by rage 
of rebellion, bicauſe one madneſſe can not be 
without infimte vices, ve flue him cruellpe, 
who offcred himſelfe manfully, noꝛ woulde 
not ſparc fo: raunſome, who was woꝛthy fo: 
noblencTe, to haue had honour , and hewed 
him bare, whome pe could not hurt armed, 
and by llauery aue nobilitie, in deede miſera⸗ 
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bly , in faſhion cruelly , in cauſe denilliſhlp, 
Oh with what cruell ſpite was violently ſun- 
dered, ſo noble a body from ſo godly a minde? 
CUhoſe death mult cather be reuenged then 
lamented , whole death was no lack to him⸗ 
ſelte, but to his countrey, whoſe death might 
cutrye way bene better boꝛne, then at a Res 
bels hand. iolence is in all things hurtfull, 
but in lite hoꝛrible. What ſhould J ſpcake of 
others in the ſame caſe, dyuers and notable, 
whoſe death ſoꝛ: nianhod and ſeruice, can 
want no woꝛthie pꝛayſe, ſo long as theſe vg 
lyc ſtirrers of rebellion can be had in minde, 
God hath himlſelfe topned mans bodpe and 
his ſoule togither , not to be departed aſun- 


der, ato2che epther diſſcucr them hrmſcife,02 


cauſe them to be diſſeuered by his miniſter. 
And ſhall rebels and hedleſſe campes , being 
armed againſt God, and in field againſt their 
Bing, think it no fault, to ſhed bloud of true 
ſublets, hauing neyther office of God , noꝛ 
appointment of miniſters, noꝛ ſuſt cauſe of 
rebellion? He that ſteleth any part of a mans 
ſubſtaunce, is woꝛthy to loſe his tyfe. What 
ſhall we thinke of them, who ſpople men of 

thetr 
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their lyues , fo: the mayntenannce whercof, 
not omi ſubſtaunce and riches be ſought fo, 
but alſo al common welthes be deuiſed. Now 
then, pour owne conſciences ſhould be made 
your tudges, and none other ſet to giuc ſen⸗ 
tence agaunſt pe, ſeeing ye haue bene ſuch 
bloud ſhedders, ſo hapnous manquellers, ſo 
hoꝛrible murderers, coulde ve doe any other 
then plainely confeſſe, your fowlc and wic⸗ 
ked rebellion, to be gricuous againft Cod, 
and traytcrous to the Bing, and hurtfull to 
the commo welth-&o many grieuous faults 
mating togither in one ſinke, might not one⸗ 
lye haue diſcouraged, but alſo duuen to del⸗ 
peration, anpe other honeſt oꝛ indifferent 
minde. But what frele they, whoſe hartes ſg 
deepe miſchiefe hath hardened, and by vehi- 


mencie of affection be made vnſhamefaſt, 


+ ſfop al diſcourſe of reaſon; to let at large the 
full ſcoupe of their vnmeaſurable madneſſe. 

Pꝛiuate mens gods ſemeth little to pour 
bnſatiable deſires, pe haue wared greedye 
now bpon Cities, and haue attempted migh- 
tie ſpoples, to glut vppe and ye coulde your 
walking hunger. Oh how much haue — 
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neede of, that will neuer be contented, and 
what richefſe can ſuffice any that will at- 
tempt high enterpꝛiſes abone their eſfate:Pe 
could not maintaine your campes with pour 
pꝛiuate gods, with your neighboꝛs poꝛcion, 
but ve muſt alſo attempt Cities, bicauſe pe 
ſought great ſpoyles, with other mens lolles, 
and had foꝛgotten howe ye lined at home ho- 
neſſ w with pour owne, and thought them 
wo thie death that would diſquict ye in your 
hot iſe, and plucke awaye that which ye by 
right of law thought to be your owne. Here⸗ 
in ſe what ve woulde hauc done, ſpoyled the 
Aings Maicſties ſubicucs, weakened the 
tags ſtrength, oncrth:owne his townes, 
taken away his munition, dꝛawen his ſub- 
tectes to like rebellion , yea and as it is a- 
mong foꝛrem cnimics in ſacking of Cities, 
no doubt thereof ye woulde haue fallen to 
laughter of men, rautſhing of Wiues, de⸗ 
flouring of Maidens, chopping of childzen, 
firing of houſcs, beating downe of \reetes, 
ouerth:owing of all togithcr. oꝛ what mea⸗ 
fure haue men in the increaſe al madnefle, 
whe they cannot at the beginning ſtay = 
1 8 
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ſelues from falling into it. And ik the beſct- 
ting of one houſe to robbe it, be iuſtly deemed 


woꝛthy death, what ſhall we thinke of them 
that beſiege whole Cities fo: deſire of ſpoile⸗ 
Ne liue vnder a King to ſcrue him at all 
times, when he ſhall neede our ſtrength, and 
ſhall ye then not only withdꝛaw your ſclues, 
which ought as much to be obedient as we 
be, but alſo violently plucke other awape to, 
fro the dutie vnto the which by Gods com- 


maundement, all ſubicaes be ſtraightlpe 


bound, and by all lawes euery nation is na⸗ 
turally led: The townes be not only the oꝛ⸗ 
nament of the Uealme, but alſo the ſeate of 
Perchaunts, the placc of Handtcraftes, that 
men ſcattered in villages, and needing diners 
things, may in little roume know, where to 
finde their lacke. Tooncrth:owe them then, 
is nothing elſe but to waffe your owne com- 
modities ſo, that when ye would bupe a ne⸗ 
ceſſaric thinge foz money, pe coulde not 
tell where to finde it. Punttion (erncth the 
King, not only foꝛ the defence of his owne, 
but alſo foꝛ the inuaſton of his enimie. Andif 
ve will then fo ſtraightly deale with him, that 
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pe will not let him ſo much as defende his 


owns, vc offer hun double imurie, both that 
vc let him from doing anye notable fac a⸗ 


bꝛode, and alſo that ye ſuffer not him quietly 
to enioyc his owne at home. But herein bath 


notably appcared, what Cities hath faith- 


fully ſcrucd and ſuffered extreme daunger, 
not oncly of godes, but alſo of famine, and 
death, rather then to ſuffer the kings enimies 
to enter, and what white lyuered Cities hath 
not only not withſtande them, but alſo with 
ſhame fauoured them, and with nuſchieke 
anded them. And Jwoulde J might pꝛaiſe 
herein all Cities alike, which J woulde doe, 
it all were like woꝛthie. Foꝛ then J might 
ſhewe moꝛe faith in ſubienes, than ſtrength 
in Rebels, and teſtiſie to men to come, what 
a generall faith cuerpe Citie bare to the 
Uings Paicſfic, whoſe age although it were 
not fit to rule, vet his ſubiedes hearts were 


willing to obey, thinking not onelye of his 


hope, which all men concepue herraſter to 
be in him, but alſo of the iuſt kinde of go⸗ 
uernment, which in his minoꝛitie his Coun⸗ 


(ayledoth ble _ And heare, how 


much 
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much andhowe wozthily maye Exceter be 
commended , which being ui the middeſt of 
Rebclles,vnuittailed,vnfurmthed, vap:epa- 
red, fo: ſo long a ſiege, did noblyc holde out 
che continuall and daungerous aflault of the 
Rebell, Fo2 they ſuſtained the violence of the 
Rebcll, not onely when they had plentie y⸗ 
nough of vittayle, but alſo.rt.02.ry.daycs af- 
ter the extreeme famine came on them, and 
liuing without bꝛeade, were in courage ſa 
mankull, and in dutie ſo conſtant, that they 
thought it pet much better, to die the cr- 
treeme death of hunger, ſhewing truth to 
their King, and loue to their Gountric, than 
to glue any place tothe Rebell, and fauour 
hum with apde , although thev might haue 
done it with their teſſe daunger , Whole er⸗ 
ample if Nozwich had followed, and had not 
rather giuen place to traytoꝛ et, than to 
keepe their ductie, and had not ſonght moꝛe 
ſafegarde than honeſtte , and pꝛiuate hope 
moꝛe than common quietneſſe, they had en⸗ 
ded their Nebellion ſoner,and eſcaped them⸗ 
ſelues better, and ſaued the loſſe of the woꝛ⸗ 


thye Loꝛde Sheffilde, in whome was moꝛe 
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true ſcruice foz his life, than in them fo2 their 
godes. And although this can not be ſpoken 
againſt certatine honeſt that were amongeſt 


them, whoſe pzayſc was the greater, bicauſe 
they were ſo fewe,yct the great number was 


ſuch that they not oncly obeved the Rebell foꝛ 


fcarc, but alſo followed him foꝛ loue, and did 
ſo traiterouſly o2dcr the kinges bande vnder 


my Loꝛde Parqueſſe, that they ſuffered 


moꝛe dammage, out of their houſes by the 
towncſmen, thanthey did abꝛode by the Re- 
belles. Whole fault as the Uinges aiecſtie 
may pardon, ſo J would cyther the example 
might be fo:gotten , that no Citie myght 
hereafter follow the like, oꝛ the derde be ſo ab- 
hoꝛred, that other hereafter woulde auopde 
the like ſhame, and learne to be noble by Ex⸗ 
ceter, whoſc truth doth not onelyt deſerue 
long p:avſcs, but alſo great rewarde. 

N bo then that woulde willingly defende 
ye, can ſap any thing fo: ve, which haue ſa 


 diacrſlve faulted, ſo traytcrouſly offended, 


not oncly againſt p:tnate men ſeuerally, but 
allo generally againſt whole townes , and 


das er ch a act, as outwarde cnn 


to the Rebell. 


full of deadly fode, coulde not moze cruellp 
muade them. And thus the Kinges Pateſhe 
diſhonoꝛed, his Connſaple diſobeyed, the 
godes of the poꝛe ſpoyled, the houſes of the 
welthy ſacked, honeſt mens bodies impꝛiſo⸗ 
ned, woꝛthie mens perſonages ſlaine, Cities 
beſieged, and thꝛeatned, and all kinde of 
things diſoꝛdered, can ye without trares and 
repentaunce here ſpoken off, which without 
honeſtie and godlmeſſe pe pꝛadiſed, and not 
finde in your hartes now to returne to dutic, 
which by witchcraft of ſcdition, were dꝛow⸗ 


ned in diſo: der! Pauc ye not in diſoꝛder firſt 


gricuouſly offended God, next trayterouſly 
riſen againſt your King, and ſo nother woꝛ⸗ 
thie cucrlaſting life, as long as ye ſo re- 
maine, noꝛ yet ciulle life, being in ſuch a 
b:cach of common quictnes. It euery one of 
theſe cannot by themſciues, pluck pou backe 
from this your lewde and outragious enter- 


be a fearcfull erample to other, to beware 
by pour bumecaſurable follie , howe they doe 


ſo farre pꝛouoke Cod, oꝛ offende man, and 5 


finde by your — themſelues 


better 


pulſes, vet let all togither ſtirre pe, oꝛ at leaſt 
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better o2dered , and learne ill to obey , bi⸗ 
cauſe they woulde not repente, and ſo to liue 
with honeſtie, that they woulde nother wil⸗ 

lingly oſtend Gods law, noꝛ diſobey mans. 
But and ye were ſo mach blered, that you 
did thinke impoſſ ble tungs, and your reaſon 
gaue ve agaimſt all reaſon, that pe nother dif 
pleaſed Cod hercin, no2 offended the king, 
pet be pe fo blinde, that ye vnderſtande not 
pour owne caſe, no! pour neighboꝛs miſcrie 
no: the ruine of the whole common welth, 
which doth cutdently folows , your ſo fowle 
and deteſtable ſedition! Dor pe not lee how 
foꝛ the maintenaunce , of theſe vngodly ra- 
blements, not onely Cities aud Uillages, but 
alſo Dhicres and Countries be vttcrly de- 
ſtroped: Js not their co:ne waſted;therr cats 
tell fet away, their houſes ryſled, their gods 
ſpoyled, and all to frede your vpꝛiüng with- 
out reaſon , and to maintatne this tumult of 
- rebellion, inuented of the Deuill, continued 
by pon, and to be onerth:owne by the power 
of Gods mightie hand? And why ſhould not 
ſo hurtfull waſting and herriyng of Coim- 
tries, be iuſtly pumſhed with great ſeueri⸗ 
tie, 
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tie, ſeeing robbing of houſes , and taking of 
purſes , doe by lawe deſerue the extremitie 
of death: Howe many ſuffer iniurie when 
one hund2cd of a Shiere is ſpoyled, and what 
ture thinke ve is done, when not onclye 
wholc Shicres be aeftroped , but alſo cucry 
quarter of thc rcalme touched: Haue ye not 
b:ought vpon vs all poucrtic , weakencfle, 
and hatred within the realine , + diſcourage, 
ſhame, and dammage, without the realme 2 
If ye miſcrably entended not oncly to vndoe 
other, but alſo to deſtrov your (clucs, and to 
oucrth:owe the whole rralme, could pe haue 
taken a readicr waye to pour owne ruine

nd firſt if ye be any thing reaſonable, 
lift vp pour reaſon, and way by wiſcdome, 
if not all thinges , vet your obne caſes, and 
learne in the beginning of matters, to foꝛe⸗ 
ſee the ende, and fo tudge aduiſedly, oꝛ ye en⸗ 
ter into any thing baſhily , Ser pe not thys 
pere the loſſe of Haruelt,; And thinke pe, ye 
can grow to welth that pere, when pe loſe 
pour th2ift x pꝛoſite?

; his childꝛens lyuing, wherewith men main- 
they haue beſt croppes. And now when there

duc time, and then ſcrue fo: the maintenance 
ol hoꝛſe and cattell. wher ewith we lyue,now 


mens pdlencſle and vndutifulneſle, let alone 
dbntouched, and ſo neyther lerueth the poꝛe 
- to 
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tuerye mans owne lyuing, his wyues and 


taine their families, paye their rentes , and 
therfoꝛe be alwayes thought moſt rich when 


ts nothcr plentie of hape , no: ſufficient of 
ſtrawe, no: co:ne pnough, and that though 


can pe thinke ye to doe well, when ye bridoe 
pour (clues, and tudge it a common welth, 
when the commons is deftroped , and ſake 
pour hap by vnhappincfle, and cſkterme pour 
owne lofſc , to be your owne fozwardneſle, 
and by this iudgement ſhewe your ſelues, 
howe little ve vnderſtande other mens mat 
ters, when ye can ſcarſely cõſider the waigh- 
tieſt of your owne - Þath not the hate thys 
vere, as it roſe fro the grounde , bo rotted to 


the grounde againe, and where it was wont 


by mens ſcaſonablc labour, to be taken in 


by your difozdered miſchiefe , hath bene by 
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to make money of, no2 anpe cattell to iyuc 
with. The coꝛne was ſowne with labo?, x the 
ground tilled foꝛ it with labour, t loked to be 
bꝛought home againe with labour, x ſoꝛ lack 
of honeſt labourers, is loft on the ground:the 
owners being loyterers, and ſeeking other 
mens, haue loſt their owne , and hoping fo? 
mountaines, lacked their pꝛeſent thꝛiſt, nev⸗ 
ther obtepning that they ſought , noꝛ ſeeking 
that they ought . And howe (all men line 
when the maintenaunce of their p:omfion 
is lacking : Fo: laboung and their olde ſtoꝛe 
is waſted by wuldnes of ſedu ton, and ſo ne 
ther ſpare the ode, 102 (ane the newe. Bow 
can men be fedde then oꝛ beaſtes liue , when 
as ſuch waſtefull negligence is miſerablye 
bled, and miſpending the time of their pꝛo⸗ 
ite, in ſhamefull difo:der of inobedtence, 
they care not greatly what becomes of their 
owne , bicauſc they tende to line by other 
mens? Yap is gone, cone is waſted, ſtrawe 
is ſpoypled : what reckning of harneſt can ve 
make, other i the aide of others, oꝛ foꝛ the 
reliete of your ſelues: And thus haue ye 
b:onght in one kinde of miſerie, which if ve 
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ſawe befoꝛe, as pe be like to fœle after, al- 
though pe had hated the common welth, pet 
fo: loue of pour ſelues, ye would haue auoy- 
ded the great eno:mitie therof,tnto the which 
ve wilfully nowe haue caſt in your ſelues. 
An other no leſſe is, that ſuch plentie of vit 
taple, as was aboundauntly in euery quar⸗ 
ter, foꝛ the reliete of vs all, is nowe all waſt⸗ 
fully and vnthziftfully ſpent, in maintey- 
ning vou bnlawfull rebelles, and ſo with diſ⸗ 
oꝛder all is conſumed, which with god hul⸗ 
bandꝛie might long haue endured. Foz ſo 
much as wo ue ſerued a whole pere at 
home, with diligent and ſkilfull heede ofhuſ- 
bandꝛie, that is wilfully waſted in a moneth 
in the campe, thꝛough the rauening ſpoyle of 
byllanie . Fo2 what is vno2d2ed plentie, but 
a waſtfull ſpople - wherof the inconuentence 
is ſo great, as ve be woꝛthie to ſeele, and bꝛin⸗ 
geth in moꝛe hardneſſe ol lyuing , greater 
dearth of all thing, and occaſioneth manye 
caules of diſeaſes, The pꝛice of things muſk 
nedes encreaſe much, when the number of 
things wareth lelle, and by ſcarſitie be en- 
haunſed, and compelleth men to abate their 
liberalitic 
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liberalitte in houſe, both to their owne , and 
alſo to ſtraungers. And where the riche warts 
tcth, what can the poꝛe finde, who in a com⸗ 
mon ſcarſitie, lyucth moſt ſcarſely, and fer- 


leth quicklieit the ſharpeneſſe of ſtaruung, 


when euerye man foz lack is hungerbitten, 
which if ve had well remembꝛed befoꝛe, as pe 
nowe may after perteiue, ye woulde not 3 
thinke ſo ſtifneckedlye haue reſiſted, and en⸗ 
daungered pour ſelfe in the ſtoꝛme of fa- 
mine, whereof ve moſt likely, muſt haue the 
greateſt part, which moſt ſtubburnly reſiſ⸗ 
ted, to your owne ſhame and confuſion. 
Experience tcachcth vs, that after a great 
dearth, commeth a great death, foꝛ that when 
men in great want of meate cate much pll 
meat, they fill their bodyes with pll humoꝛs, 
and caſte them from their ſtate of helth , tw 
to a ſubiection of ſickneſſe, bycauſe the god 
bloud in the body ts not able to keepc his tems 
per, foꝛ the multitude of the vll humozs that 
coꝛrupteth the ſame. And ſo grow great and 
deadly plagues, and deſtroy great numbers 
of all ſoꝛtes, ſparing no kinde that they light 
on, nother reſpeuing the poze with mercie, 
G. ij. noz 
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tlemen, and put them from their houſes, that

no! the riche with fanour . Can pe therefoꝛe 
thifike herein, when ye ſee decay of vptailes, 
the ryche pinche, the poꝛe fanulye, the folow- 
ing of diſcaſes, the greatnelle of death, the 
maurning of wyboawes, the pittiſulnelle of 
the latherleſſe, and all this nuſerie to come 
tho:owe pour vnnaturall miſbchautour,that 
pe haue not daungerouſly,hurt the commons 
of your Countrie, with a dolcfull and an vn⸗ 
curable wounde! Thele things being once 
felt in the common welth, as they muſt nerds 
be, cuerve man ſeth by and by what folow- 
eth. a great dunmuſhment of the ftrength of 
the rcalme, when the due number that the 
rcalme doth maintaine is made leſſe, and 
therby we be made rather a p2ap ſoꝛ our eni⸗ 
mies, then a ſafctic foꝛ our lclucs., 

And howe can there be but a great decay 
of pcople at the length, when ſome be ouers 
thꝛowne in warre , ſome ſuffer foꝛ puniſh⸗ 
ment, ſome pine fo2 famine , ſome die with 
che campes diet, ſome be conſumed with ſick⸗ 
neſſc. Fo: although ye thinke pour ſelues a- 
ble to match with a fewe vnpꝛeparcd Gen- 


ve 
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pe might gaine the ſpovle, doe ye iudge ther⸗ 
toꝛe pour (clues ſtrong pnough, not onely to 
withſtande a Kings power, but alſo to ouer⸗ 
thꝛowe it 2 Js it poſſible that ve ſhould haue 
ſo madde a frenſie in your heade, that pe 


ſhoulde thinke the number pe ſee ſo ſtrong, 


that all pe (ce not, ſhould not be able to p2c- 
ualle tothe contrarie? With what reaſon 
could pe thinke, that if ye bode the hote bꝛunt 
of battaile, but ve mutt needs feele the ſmart, 
ſpecially the kings power comming againſt 


you, which il ye frare not, belike ye knowe 


not the foꝛce thercof- And fo much the grea⸗ 
ter number is loſt in the realme, that both 
the oucrcommer and the oucrcommed be 
parties, although vnlike,of one reatme ; and 
what loſſe is not onely of cyther ſide, but of 
both, that doth plaincly redowne to p whole. 
Then where ſo great and ſo hozrible a fault 
is committed, as woꝛſe can not be mentio- 
ned of, from the beginning, and bꝛingeth in 
withall, ſuch penurie, ſuch weakenelle, ſuch 
diſoꝛder in the common wealth, as no miſ⸗ 
chiefe beſide could doe the like: can any man 
thinke with iuſt reaſon * all chall _ 

if. 
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vnpuniched, that ſhall eſcape the 1 
not manye fo: terrour and examples ſake, 
ſhould be loked vnto, who haue bene cpther 
great doers in ſuch a diſoꝛdꝛed villanie, oꝛ 
great counſailers to ſuch an outgrowne mif- 
chiefe, ſæing the only remedie of red:eſſing 
wilfull faultes, is a tuff and a ſcucre puniſh- 


ment of ſuch , whoſe naughtie deedes god 


men ought to abhoꝛre foꝛ duties ſake, and 
yll men mape d2cade foꝛ like puniſhmentes 
ſake, and a free licence to doe miſchiefe vn- 
puniſhed, is ſo daungerous that the ſuffc- 
raunce of one, is the occaſion of the fall of a 
great number, and womanntch pitie to one, 
is a deceitfull crueltie to the whole, entiſing 
them to their owne deſtruction by ſuffcrance, 
which woulde haue auoided the daunger by 
fote puniſhment. 

And in ſach a barenncſſe of vittaple, as 
muſt needes come aftcr ſo rauening a ſpople, 


it muſt needes be that ſome though few, ſhall 


be ſo nipt with egerneſſe of famine, that they 
ſhall not recouer againe themſclues out of ſo 
fretting a daunger. So in a generall weake⸗ 
* be febled , ſome muſk 

needes 
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needes die, and ſo diminiſh the number, and 
abate ſuch ſtrength, as the Licalme defended 


it ſelfe withall afo:e , Which occaſion of ne⸗ 
uer ſo few, comming of ſo great a cauſe,if ye 
ſhould make iuſt amendes foꝛ, not of recom- 
pence which pe could not,but of puniſhment 
which ye ought,how many, how diners, and 
bow crucl deaths,ought cucry one of vc often 
ſuffer : How many came to the campes from 


long labour to ſodeine eaſe, and from meane | 


fare to ſtroping of vittaile , and ſo fell in a 
maner vnwares, to ſuch a contrary chaunge, 
that nature hir ſelfe abiding neuer great 
and ſodeme chaunges , cannot beare it with- 
out ſome grounds entred of diſcaſes to come, 
which vncircumſpect men ſhall ſoner fele 
than thinke of, + then wyll ſcarſely iudge the 
cauſe, when they ſhall be vexed with the cf: 
fed. It is little marueyle that pdleneſſe, and 
meate of another mans charge will ſone 
fede vp and fatte likely men: but it is great 
maruelle if pdlencſſe and other mens meate 


doe not abate the ſame by e againe, 
and ſpecially comming the one, and go⸗ 
ing to the other, contrarte in thoſe who vio⸗ 

lently 
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lentlp ſceke to turne in a moment, the whole 
Kcalme to the contrarie , Foꝛ while their 
minde chaungeth from obedience to varuly- 
nelle, and turneth it (clife from honeſtie to 
elle, and their bodies go from laboꝛ to 
„ from ſmall fare to ſpople of vit 
c, and from beddes in the night to cabins, 


ind from lwærte hoaſcs to ſtinking campes, 
t mulk aredes be by chaunging of affections 


ich alter the body, and by vſing of reſt that 
leth the body, and glutting of meates which 
cakencth the body, + with cold in the nights 
uch acraſcth the bodie, x with coꝛrupt avꝛe 
which infecteth þ body, that there folow ſome 
rrieuous tempeſt , not onely of contagious 
but alia of pꝛeſent death to the bodp. 
The greateſt pluck of all is that vehc- 
| of plague, which naturallyc foloweth 
the dint of hunger,,which whenit entreth once 
among men, lphat dartes ofpangues, what 


. th:owecs of papnes , whatſhoutes of death, 


both it caſt out, how many fall, not aſfonicd 
with the ficknefle, but fretted with the paine,

This when ye fee light, firſt on pour beaffs, 
which lacketh fodder, and aitcr fall on men, 
whoſe bodies gapcth fo: it, and ſe the ſcarſe- 
nelle of men to be, by this your fowle cnter- 
pꝛiſe, and net onelp other mien touched wyth 


with death, and the plaque alſo rayſcd of 
your rifing,to fyꝛe pour ſclues, can ye thinke 
to be anye other, but manoncticrs of other, 
and murdercrs of pour ſelucs, and the pꝛin 
cipalles of the oucrth2ow; of ſo great a num 
ber, as ſhall other by ſwoꝛde oꝛ puniſhment, 
famine oꝛ ſome plague, oꝛ peſtuence be con⸗ 
ſumed, and walked ont of the common welth⸗ 
And ſeeing he that decaycth the number of 
Cotages, oꝛ Plowes in a towne, ſœmeth to 
be an enimie to the common welth, thall we 
not count him, not onely an enimie, but alſo 
a murtherer of his Ccuntrie, who by harc- 
bꝛained vnrulineſſe, cauſeth the vtter ruine, 
and peſtilent deſtruction of ſo manve thou⸗ 
ſande men:! Graunt this folpe then and o⸗ 
uerſight,to be ſuch as wo:thily pe may count 
it, and J ſhall go further in declaring of other 
great inconuemences, which pour daunge⸗ 
Df, rous 


plagues, but alſo your ownc houſe ſtunge 


UUherebp they be b:onght into trouble and 
- bnqumetnefſe , not onely muſing what they 


in age and to haue this gotten in long 
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rous and furious miſbehautour hath hurt 
fully bought in, ſeing diuers honeſt and true 
dealing men, whole lyuing is by their owne 
p29uiſton , hath come ſo afo:chande by time, 
that they haue bene able well, to liue honeſt⸗ 
ly in their houſes, and pay beſides the rentes 
of their farmes truelp,⁊ nowe haue by pour 
crueltie and abhoꝛred inſurreaions loft their 
gades, their cattle, their harueft, which they 
had gotten befoꝛe, wherwith they entended 
to liue hereafter, and now be bꝛought to this 
extremitp, that they be neither able to liue, as 
they were wont at home afo:c , noꝛ to pape

And what a griefe is it to an honeſt man, to 
labour trucly in youth , and to gaine paine⸗ 
fully by labour, wherewitth to line hone ſtiy 
time, 

to 
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to be ſodainely ranght away, by the violence 
of ſedition, which name he ought to abhoꝛre 
by it ſclfe, although no miſerie of loſle folo- 
wed to him therby. But what greater griete 
ought ſeditious rebelles to haue themſelues, 
who if they be not ſtriken with puniſhment, 
pet ought to pyne in conſcience , and melt a- 
way with the griefe of their owne fanites, 
when they ſer innocents and men of true ſer⸗ 
uice, hindered and burdened with the hurt of 
their rebellion, and who in a god common 
welth, ſhould foꝛ honeſties ſake pꝛoſper, thev 
by theſe rebelles onelp meanes, be caſt ſo be⸗ 
hinde the hande , as they can not reconer ea- 
ſily againe by their owne truth, that as they 
haue loſt by thoſe traytours miſchie le. And if 
vmuſt men ought not, ſo to be handled at anp 
mans handes, but oncly ſtande to the oꝛder 
of a lawe, how much moꝛe ſhould true and 
fapthfull ſubiccts , who deſerue pꝛayſe, fele 
no vnquietneſſe, no2 be vered with ſedition, 
who be obedientiy in ſubiedion, but rather 
ſeke iuſt amendes at falſe rebelles handes, 
and by law obtaine that they loſt by diſo2der, 


and ſo conſtraine you to the vttermoſt , to 
pay

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pay the recompence of w2ongfull loſles, be⸗ 


cauſe pe were the authoꝛs of theſe wzongfull 


ſpovles. Then woulde pe ſone percepue the 
common welthes hurt, not when other felt it 
who deſerued it not, but when you ſmarted 
who ſtauſcd it, and ſtode not and loked vp- 
on other mens loſſes, which pe might pittie, 
but toꝛmented wpth your owne , which ve 
would lament. 

2ow am paſt this miſchꝛeſe, which ve wil 
nat hereafter deny, when ye ſhal pꝛaiſe other 
nens foꝛeſight, rather then vour wicked do⸗ 
t11gs, in bewayling the ende of your furic in 
whoſe beginning pe now rctopce, What ſap 
ye to the number of vagabonds and loptring 
beggers, which after the ouerthꝛow of pour 


tampe and ſeattcring of this ſedicious num- 


ber, will warme in cuerpe comer of the 
realme, and not onely lye loytering vnder 
hedges , but alſo ſtande ſtur dely in Cities, 
and begge boidly at euery doꝛe, leauing la⸗ 
hour which they like not, and folowing idle⸗ 
neſſe which they ſhould not. Foꝛ euery man 
is eaſily and naturally bzonght, from labour 
to eaſe, from the better to the woꝛſe, from di⸗ 
ligence 
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ligence to flouthfulnelſe, and after warres it 
is commonly ſeene, that a great number of 
thoſe which went out honeſt , returne home 
againc like roiſters, and as though they were 
burnt to the warres bottome, they hauc all 
their lyfe after an vnſauery ſmack thereof, 
and ſmell ſtill toward dayſlerpers, purſepic⸗ 
kers, highwayrobbcrs, quarrclmakers , ve, 
and bloudſheders to. Doe we not ſee com⸗ 
monly in the ende of warres moze robbing, 
moꝛe begging, moꝛe murdering then befoꝛe. 
and thoſe to ſtande in the high way to aſke 
their almes, whome ye be afraide to ſap nay 
unto honeſtiy, leaſt they tahe it away from 
pou violent iy, and haue moꝛe tauſe to ſuſped 
their ffrength, then pittie their neede. Is it 
not then daily heard, how inen be not onely 
purfucd, but btterly ſpopled , and fewe may 
ryde ſafe by the kings way , except they ryde 
ſtrong, not ſo much fo: feare of their godes, 
which men cfteme [cle , but alſo fo: daun⸗ 
ger of their lyfe , which euery man loueth. 
Wozke is bndone at home, and loptercrs 
linger in ſtretes, lurck in Alehouſes, raunge 


m highwayes, valpaunt beggers playe in 
H. iq. townes,

Such is the fruites of your labour, and tra · 
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toiwnes, and pet complaine of næde, whoſe 


ratte if it be once hote in their hande, oꝛ ſlugs 
giſhneſſe bꝛed in their boſome, they wyll ne- 
uer be allured to labour againe, contenting 
themſclues better with vdle beggary, then 


with honeſt and p:ofitable labour, And what 


moꝛe nopſome beaſts be in a common welth? 
Dꝛones in Hiues ſuck out the honie, a ſmall 
matter, but vet to be loked on by godhuſ- 
bandes. Caterpillers deſtroy the fruite, an 
hijrtetull thing and well ſhyfted foz, by a di⸗ 


ugent ouerſcer. Diuers vermine deſtroye 


cane, kill Polleine, engines and ſnares be 
made foꝛ them. But what is a loptero2 2 A 
ſucker of Honic , a ſpoyler of coꝛne, a de⸗ 
ſcroyer of fruite, nape a waſter of money, a 
ſpopler of vittayle, a ſucker of bloud, a bꝛea⸗ 


Ker of oꝛders, a ſeeker of bꝛeakes, aqueller 


of lite, a baſiliſic of the comms welth, which 


company and ſight, doth poyſon the whole 
Countrie, and ſtayneth honeſt mindes, with 


the infection of his benime, and ſo dꝛawett 


the common welch to death and deſtruction. 


to the Rebell ; 


which ſuffice woulde no man ſhould taſte of 
but pour ſelues, that pe might trucly tudge 
of pour owne miſchiefe, and fray other by ex⸗ 
ample from pꝛeſuming the lyke. Then we 
ſ& a great number of fiyes in a pere, we nas 
turally iudge it like to be a great plague, and 
hauing ſo great a ſwarming of loptering 
bagabondes, readic to begge and bꝛawle at 
euerp mannes doꝛe, which declare à greater 
inkedion, can we not loke fo: a gricuouſer 
and perillouſer daunger than the plague is - 
Who can therefo:e otherwiſe deeme, but 
this one deadly hurt, wherewith the com- 
mon welth of our nation is wounded, beſide 
all other is ſo peſtilent, that there can be no 
moꝛe hurtful thing, in a wel gouerned ſtate, 
noꝛ moꝛe th2owne into all kinde of vice and 
vnrulpneſle, and therefoꝛe this pour ſedition 
is not onely moſt odious , but alſo moſt hoꝛ⸗ 
rible, that hath ſpotted the whole Countrie, 
with ſuch a ſfaine of ydleneſſe. 
There can be none ende of faultes, if a 

man rehearſe all faultes that doe neceſſarily 
follow this vnrulp ſfurdineſle. Foz not oneiy 
nn wandering and ſcattering tors 
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ſelues foꝛ miſchicfe , ſhall runne in a mans 
eyes, but alſo diſoꝛder of eucrp degree , ſhall 
enter in into a mans minde, and ſhall be- 
holde hereby the common welth miſerablyc 


_ defaced by pou, who ſhoulde as much as 


other, haue kept pour ſelues in oꝛder in it. 


PVother be the Bagiſtrates duly obeyed, noz 


the lawes 1uſtly feared, noꝛ degrees of men 
conſidered, no2 Maiſters well ſcrucd, no2 
Parents truly reuerenced, noꝛ Loꝛdes re- 
membꝛed of their tenantes, noꝛ pet other na- 
turall, oꝛ ciuill Lawe much regarded. And it 
is plainly vnpoſſible that that Tountrie ſhall 
well ſtande in gouernement, and the people 
grow to welth, where oꝛder in cuery ſtate, is 
not fitly obſcrued, and that body can not bee 
without much gricfec of inflammation, where 
anp leaſt part is out of topnt , 02 not ducly 
ſct in his owne naturall place, Whertioze oꝛ⸗ 
der muſt be kept in the common welth lyke 
helth in the body, and all the dꝛift of pollicie 
loketh to this ende, how this temper may be 
ſafely maintained, without any exceſſe of 
vnmeaſurableneſle, other of the one ſide 0: 


of the other. And eaſe ynough it is to keepe 


the 
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the ſame, when it is once b:onght into the 
meane, and to holde it in the ſtaye it is found 
in, but when it buritcth out once with a ve- 
hemence, and hath gotten uno an vnrulp dil 
oder, it ſpꝛeadeth fo faſt, and oucrfloweth 
all honeſt mens reſiſting ſo vislently, that it 
wil be harde to recouer v bꝛeach of long time 
againe, except with great and wiſe counſatle 
which no doubt ſhall be in ſcaſor vſed, there 
be wonderfull remedics ſought therfoꝛe. and 
euen as a man falling, is caſier ho!den vp by 
ſtap, than when he is fallen downe, he is able 
to riſe againe, ſo is the common wealth ſlip⸗ 1 
ping, by the fozeſight of wiſdome, better kept 
from ruine, then when it is once fallen into 
any kinde of miſerte, the ſame map be called 
againe to the olde and foꝛmer ſtate. Dor we 
not euidently knowe, that a man map better 
kepe his arme gy his legge from breaking 
oꝛ falling out of ioynt, afoꝛe hurt come to it, 
then after the hurt, it map ſafely and quietly 
be healed, and reſtoꝛed to the former ſtrength 
and health againe - And now thoꝛowe pour 
ſeditious meanes , thinges that were aloꝛe 
quiet and in god o2der , lawes feared and o⸗ 
J.. beved, 
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beyed, ſubicdes ruled and kept in duetie, be 
all now in a great diſozder , and like if it be 
not holpen , to growe to wildeneſſe, and a 
beaſtlineſſe, ſeeing that neither common du- 
tic can be kept, which nature pꝛeſcribeth, noꝛ 


- common law can be regarded, which pollicie 


requireth. Bow can pe keepe pour owne if 
pe keepe no oꝛder, pour wife and childzen, 
how can they be defended from other mens 
violence, if pe will in other things b:cake all 
oꝛder, by what reaſon would pe be obeped of 
pours as ſeruauntes, if pe will not obey the 
Allig as ſubicctes, howe woulde pe haue o⸗ 
thcrs deale oꝛderly with pon , ik pe will vſe 
diſe:dcr againſt all othcrs:Decing then there 
is luch a confuſion now of things, ſuch a tur- 
mople of men, ſuch a diſoꝛder of faſhions, 
who can loke to liue quictly a great whyle, 
who can thinkc-but that pe haue milerablpe 
toſled the common wealth, and ſo vered all 
mon with diſoꝛder, that the inconnentence 
hereof, can not oncly nippe others, but allo 
touch vou. 

But now ſer how that not onely theſe vn⸗ 
loked fo: miſchiefes, haue heauily growne 
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on pe, but alſo thoſe commodities, which pL 
thought to haue holpen vonr ſelues and o⸗ 
thers by, be not onely hindered but alſo hurt 
thereby. The Kingcs Maicſtic by thaduiſc 
ic, entended a iuſt refozmation, of all ſuche 
things as poꝛe men could truly ſhewe them 
ſelues oppꝛeſſed with, thinking equalitie ol 
tulkice, to be the Diademe of his Liingdome, 
and the ſafegarde of his commons. Which 
was not only entended by wiſedonic,vut alſo | 
{ct on with ſpeede, t fo entred into a due conſi⸗ 
dering ok al ſtates, that none ſhould haue iuſt 
tauſe to grudge againſt the other, when as 
cuery thing rightfully had, nothing coulde be 
but vnrightfully grudged at. And this would 
haue bene done, not onclye with pour glad 
and willing aſſent, but alſo bene done by this 
daye almoſt thoꝛowout the whole Realme, ſo 
that quictly it had bene obtevned without in- 
conuenience, and ſpeedily without delay. And 
whatſoeuer had bene done by the Kings Mas 
ieſties authoꝛitie, that woulde by right haue 
remayned fo2 cuer, and ſo taken in law, that 
the contrarie partie, nepther could by iuſtice, 
neither would by boldeneſſe, haue l 
J. u. ed 
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ſed the bꝛeake thereof, But leaſt wicked men 
ſhould be wealthy, and they whole hartes be 
not trulp bent to obedience, ſhoulde obteine 
at the Uings hand, that they deſerued not in 
a common welth, ye haue marueylouſiy and 
woꝛthily hurt pour ſelues, and graciouſlye 


pꝛonided except tie Rings godiieſſe be moꝛe 


virto pou, than pour owne deſertcs can 
claime, that pc be not ſo much woꝛthie as to 
be benefited in anve kinde, as ve be woꝛthie 
to laſe that ye haue on euerie ſide. Ve haue 
thought god to be pour cone refozmers be⸗ 
lyko, not only vnnaturally miſtruſting the 
iuſtice, but alſo crucily and — 
dealing with pour owne neighbours. Wher 
in J would as yr haue hurt the whole Malm, 
{o pe had not enterpꝛuſed a thing moſt daun ⸗ 
gerous to pour ſclues, and molt contrarie to 
the thing pe intended. Il ye had let things a⸗ 
lone, thought gzd by pour ſclues to be re⸗ 
dzeſſed, and dutikully loked foꝛ the perkour⸗ 


mance ot that, the Binges Maieſtie promiſed 


reo: matiõ, they ſhould not haue bene vndone 
at this time, as in a great ſoꝛt ot honeſt places 
chey ber, noz thoſe countries who foꝛ their 

quict; 
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quietneſſe be moſt woꝛthie to be loked on, 
ſhould haue bene vnp2outded fo2 at this dap. 
But this commoditie hath happened by the 
wap, that it is cuidentlve knowne by pour 
miſchicfe, and others dutie, who be moſt tric 
to the Bing, and moſt woꝛthie to be done ſoz, 
and who be molt pernitious and traiterous 
Uicbels, And it is not to be doubted, but they 
ſhall be conſidered wich thankcs , and finde 
iuſt redꝛeſſe without deferucd miſerie, and 
you puniſhed like Uebelices, who might haue 
had both pꝛaiſe and pꝛoñte like ſubiedes. Foꝛ 
that as pe hanc valtauntlye done of pour 
ſelues, thinke pe 1t will ſtande any longer, 
than men fearc vour rage, which can not en⸗ 
dure long, and that ve thall not then bide the 
rigoꝛ of the lawe, foꝛ your pꝛiuate iniuries, 
as pe vſcd the lurie of your bꝛaines in other 
mens oppꝛeſſions: Mil men ſuffer wꝛong at 
pour handes when law can redꝛeſle, and the 
right of the common welth will maintaine it, 
and god oꝛder in Countries will beare it: 
Pe amende fanltes as vll Surgions hcale 
ſoꝛes, which when they ſeeme to be whole a⸗ 
bone, they ranckle at the bottome, and ſo be 
J. iu. fainc 
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faine continually to be ſo:e , oꝛ elſe bemen- 
ded by new bꝛeaking of the ſkinne. Pour re- 
dꝛeſle ſeemeth to you perfite and god, ve haue 
pulled downe ſuch thinges as ye woulde, ve 
thinke now all is well, ve conſider no farther, 
ye ſeeke not the bottome, ye ſee not the ſore, 
that pe haue done it by no lawe, ye haue re- 
dꝛeſſed it by no oꝛder, what then 2 If it be 
none otherwiſe ſearched than by pou, it will 
not tary long ſo, other it wil be after continu- 
ally, as it was afo2e your comming, oꝛ clſe it 
mult be when all is done amended by p king. 

Thus haue pe both lacked in the time, and 
miſte in the doing, and pet beſides that ve 
haue done, which is by your doing to no pur⸗ 
poſe , ye haue done the things with ſuch in⸗ 
conueniences, as hath bene both befoꝛe re⸗ 
hearſed, and ſhall be after declared, that bet⸗ 
ter it had bene foꝛ you, neuer to haue emoped 
the commoditie if there be any , then to ſuf: 


fer the griefes that will enſac, which be very 


many. Jn euerp quarter ſome men whome 
pe ſet by will be loſt, which euery one of vou 
ik ve haue loue in ye, would rather haue lac- 
ked tho _ of pour encloſures, then cauſe 

ſuch 
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ſuch deſtruction of them, as is like bp reaſon 
and iudgement neceſſarily to folow , What 
common welth is it then, to doe ſuch abho- 
minable enterpꝛiſes after ſo vile a ſoꝛt, that 
pc hinder that god ye woulde doe, and bꝛing 
in that hurt pe woulde not, and ſo finde 
that pe ſerke not, and follow that ye loſe, and 
deſtroye pour ſelues by follye, rather then 
pe woulde be oꝛdered by reaſon, and fo haue 
not ſo much amended pour olde ſoꝛes, as 
b:ought in newe plagues, which pe pour 
ſelues that deſerue them will lament,and we 
which haue not deſerued them map curſe vou 
fo:, Fo: althongh the Kings Maieſtie 4c,cn- / 
tended fo2 your p2ofites a refoꝛmation in his 
common welth, pet his pleaſure was not, noꝛ 
no reaſon gaue it, that euerie ſubica ſhould 
buſily intermedle with it of their owne head, 
but only thoſe whome his counſaile thought 
molt meete men fo2 ſuch an honeſt purpoſe, 
The Kings Maieſtie xc, hath godly refoꝛmed 
an vncleane part of religion, t hath bꝛought 
it to the true,fozme of the firſt Church that 
folowed Chat, thinking that to be the trueſt, 
not what later mens fanſies hath of them⸗ 
pu ſelues 
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ſclues deuiſed, but what the Apoſtles and 
their felowes had at Chꝛiſtes hand recepued, 
and wylleth the ſame to be knowne and ſet a⸗ 
bꝛode to all his people. Shall euery man now 
that liſteth and fanũeth the ſame, take in 
hande vncalled, to be a Muuſter, and to ſet 
foꝛth the ſaine; hauing no authoꝛitie : Nape 


though the thing were very godlye that were 


done, pet the perſon mut nredes doe pil that 
enterpuſeth it, becauſe he doth a god thing 
after an vll ſoꝛt, and loketh but on a little 
part of dutie conſidering the thing , and leas, 
teth a great part vnaduiſed, not conſidering 


the perſon, when as in a well and iuſtly done 
mattcr , not onely theſe two things ought 


well tobe weighed , but alſo god occaſion of 


time, ⁊ reaſonable cauſe of the doing, ought 


aiſo much to be ſet afoꝛe eucrye doors opes, 
Now in this your deede, the maner is vngod- 
Ive, the thing vnſuſterable, the cauſe wicked, 
the perſon ſeditious, the time trapterons, 
and can ye pollibly by any honeſt defence of 


\reaſon , 92 any god conſcience religiouſlys 


grounded, denie that this malicious and hoꝛ⸗ 
rible faulte, ſo wickedly (ct on, is not onelp 
ſintull 


to the Rebell. 
finfull afozeGod,and traiterous to the king, 


mon welth of our Countrie,and ſo not onely 


ouerfloweth vs with the miſerie , but alſo o- 


uerwhelmeth pou with the rage thereof - 

Pet further ſte, and pe be not wearte, with 
the multitude of miſeries , which ye hauc 
marueylouſly moued, what a poke ye wpi- 
fully doe bꝛing on your ſelues, in ſtirring vp 
this deteſfable ſedition, and ſo bzing pour 
ſelucs into a further flauerpe, if ve vie your 
ſelues often thus inobedicntly . When com⸗ 
mon o2der of the lawe , can take no place in 
vnruly and diſobedient ſubieds, and all men 
will of wylfulnelle reſiſt with rage, t thinke 


be wiſe Pagiſtrates compelled by neceftie, 
to ſteke an extreme remedie, where meane 
ſalueshelpe not, and bꝛing in the Martial 
lawe, where none other lawe ſeructh. Then 


without fanour pe fnde 
ffraite- 


erctution, and io

but alſo deadly e peſtilent ta the whole com⸗ 


their owne violence to be the beſt iuſtire then 
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fx iteneſſe, which without rule ſerke vio- 
lende. Ye thinke it a hard lawe and vnſutte⸗ 
rable. It is ſo in deede, but pet god ſoꝛ a me⸗ 
dic ne. Deſperate ſickneſſe in phiſick muſt 
Hane deſperate remedies, foz meane medi⸗ 
tines will neuer helpe great gricfes, So ik 
pe calf your ſelues into ſuch ſharpe diſcaſes, 
pe muſk ncedcs loke fo2 ſharpe medicines a- 
gaine at pour Philſitions handes , And woz- 
thy pe be to ſuffer the extremitie in a com⸗ 
and by rcaſon muſk reccine the like pe offer, 
and fo be contented to byde the ende willtng- 
ly, which (ct on the beginning wfifully. Foz 
no greater ſhame can come ta the common 
welth, then that thuſe ſubicas which ſhould 
be obedient euen without a lawe, can not be 
- contented to be oꝛdꝛed by the lawe, and by no 
meanes kept within their dutie, which ſhould 
euerp way offend rather than in their dutie. 
It is a token that the-ſubteces lack reaſon, 
when they fozlake lawe, and thinke other by 
their multitude to ſinde pardon, whtch can 
not tuſtly ſtretch to all, oꝛ elſe by ſtrength to 
3 which can not yr 
gal 
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gainſt a King. They muſk needes little conſh- 
der themſelues, who bꝛing in this neceſſitie. 
rather to ſtande to the pleaſure of a mans 
will, then to abide the reaſon of the law, and 
to be cndaungered moꝛe when an other man 
lyſtcth, than when hymſelfe offendeth . And 
this muſt neceſſarily folow if pour rebellion 
thus continue, and while pe ſeeke to thzowe 
downe the poke, which pe fanfic pour ſelues 


burdened withall , pe bꝛing pour ſelues in a 


greater bondage, leauing ſafctie and folow- 
ing daunger, and putting pour ſelues vnder 


the iuſtice of them, whoſe fauour pe might 
eaſily haue kept, if ye woulde willingly and 
dutifully haue ferned . Now the gentlemen 
be moze in truſt, bccauſe the commons bs 
vntruſtp, + they gat by ſeruite, which pe loſs 
by ſtubburneſſe, and therefoꝛr muſt nerdes 
if pe thus continue, haue moꝛe authoꝛitie 
from the king, becauſe pe would be in leſſt 
ſabiecnion to the king, and that as pe will not 
doe of pour ſelues, ve muſt be compelled to 


doe by others, and that pe refuſe to doe wil⸗ 


lingiy, thinke pe muſt be dꝛawne to doe the 
mann.. r when it hw 
= 
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meth to paſſe, as wiſedome ſeth in pour 
_  faultes that it muſt needes, what gaine pe 
then, oꝛ what p:ofite can ariſe to you by xp⸗ 
ſing, which might haue found eaſe in ſitting 
till, and what ſhall ye be at length the better 

fo2 this turmople , which beſide diuers other 
incommodities rehearſed, ſhall be thus clog- 
ged with the vnſufferable burden of the Par- 
tall lawe. 

Met is there one thing behinde, which me 
thinketh your ſelues ſhould not foꝛget, ſeing 
that ye haue giuen the cauſe , ve ſhoulde du⸗ 
lie lake fo: the effect . Ve haue ſpopled , im- 
puſoned, and theatned gentlemen to death, 
and that with ſuch hatered of minde, as map 
not well be bozne, the cauſe thereof J ſpeake 
not on, which tried will happilye be not ſo 
great, but ſe the thing, ſet murder a ſide, it is 
the hepnouſcſt fault to a pztuate man, What 
coulde moꝛe ſpitefully haue bene done a- 
gane them, than pe haue vſcd with crueltie!? 
Can this doe any other but bꝛerds in their 
ſtomacks, great grudge of diſpleaſure to- 
warde pou , and engender ſuch an hatred as 
the weaker and the ſafferer, muſt — 

] care 
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beare the ſmart therof, The Kings beſt kind 
of gouernment is ſo to rule his ſubicas, as a 
father oꝛdꝛeth his childꝛen, and beſt life of o⸗ 
bedient ſubicaes is one to behaue himſelfe to 
an other, as though they were bꝛethꝛen vn⸗ 
der the King their father. Foꝛ loue is not te 
knot oneip of the common welth , whereby 
dpuers partes be perfitely iopned togither in 
one politike bodve, but alſo the ſtrength and 
might of the ſame , gathcring togither into 
a ſmall roume with oꝛder, which ſcattered 
would elſe b:&de confuſion and debate. Dil- 
ſention we ſee in mall houſes , and thereby 
map take crample to great common welths, 
how it not onely decapeth them from welth, 
but alſo abateth them from ſtrength. Thinke 
ſmall examples to take place in great mat- 
ters, and the lyke though not ſo great to fol- 
low in them both, and therby learne to iudge 
of great things vnknowne , by ſmall things 
percepued , When bꝛethzen agree not in a 
houſe , goeth not the weakeſt to the walles, 
and with whome the father taketh part with- 
all, is not he likeſt to pꝛeuaile: Js it not wile- 
dome fo2 the ponger bꝛother, after the god 
A. ig. wyll 
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wyll of the parentes, to ſeeke his eldeſt b:o- 


thers fauour, who vnder them is moſt able 
to doc foꝛ him! To ſke them both with ho- 
neſtie is wiſedome, to loſe them both by ſul⸗ 
lenneffe is madneſſe. Hath there not beene 
daplie benefits from the gentlemen to pon, in 
ſome moꝛe and in ſome leſſe, but in none con⸗ 
ſidered, which they haue moꝛe friendly ofle⸗ 
red, than you haue gently requited. Thps 
mull pc loſe, when ye will not be thankefull, 
and learne to gaine new god wpll bp deſert, 
when pe fo:ſake the olde friendſhip vnpꝛouo⸗ 
ked. And pe muſk thinke that lining in a com⸗ 
mon welth togither , one kinde hath neede of 
an other, and pet a great ſoꝛte of pou moze 
nerde of one gentleman,than one gentleman 


ofa great ſo:t of pou, and though all be parts 


one common welth vet al be not like woꝛ⸗ 
v partes, but all being vnder obedience, 
ſome kinde in moꝛe ſubiection one way, and 
ſome kind in moꝛe ſeruice another way. And 
ſeeing ve be leſſe able by money and liberali⸗ 


tic, to deſerue god will than other be, and 
pour onelp kinde of deſert is to ſhewe god 


wil which honeſt men dox well accept as 
much 


to the 


much wozth as money, haue ye not much 
hindered + hurt pour ſelfe herciin, loſing that 
one kinde of humanitte which pc haue onely 
left, and turning it into crueitie which ye 
ought molk to abhoꝛre, not onely becauſe it is 
wicked of it ſelfe, but alſo moſt nopſome to 
vou. I can therefoꝛe fo2 mp part thinke no 
leſſe herein, but ye muſt linde ſome inconuc- 
mence herein, it pe folowe your ffifncſſe (ill, 
and muſk nerdes iudge that ye haue wilfully 
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b:ought on pour ſelues ſuch plagues, as te 


- like could not haue fallen on pou, but by your 
ſelues.Seing then thus many wales pe haut 
hurt the common welth of this whole Coun⸗ 
trie within, by deſtruction of ſhieres, loſing 
of harueſt, waſfing of vittayle, decaping of 
manrode, vndoing of farmers, encreaſing of 
vagabondes, maintepning of diſozder, hin- 
dꝛing of redzefſes ;_bzinging in of Partiall ' 
lawe, and bꝛerding continual hatred amongs 
diuers ſtates, what thinke pe J pzape pou, 
mdge ye not that ye haue committed an odi⸗ 
dus and deteſfable crime againſt the whole 
comsn welth,whoſe furderaunte pe onght to 
ann t not to a 
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the hurt thercof wyth pour owne dammage. 
Beſides all theſe inwarde griefes , which 


- enerpe one (cuerallye muſt needes feele with 


miſcrp,there hapneth ſo many outward mil 
chaunces, amonge ſtraungers to vs with diſ⸗ 
daine,that if there were nothing ill within the 
Realme which we ſhould feele , yet the ſhame 
which doth touche bs from other countries / 
could not onely moue, but alſo compell you 
hartilp to fozethinke this pour rebellions ſedt- 
cion. Foz what ſhall ffrarmgers thinke, when 
they ſhall heare of the great miſoꝛder, which 
ia tn this Realme with ſuch a confuſion, that 
no oꝛder of law can kepe yon vnder, but muſk 
te fapne to be beaten downe with a Ringes 
power. Shall they not firſf thinke the Kings 
Maieſtie, in whoſe mind God hath powzed ſo 
muche hope fo: a childe, as we maye loke fo: 
giftes in a man, other foz hys age to be lit. 
tle ſet by, oz foꝛ lacke of qualities not to 
be regarded, oꝛ fo: defaulte oflone to be re 
ſiſted, and no notable grace of God in him 
conſidered, noz the wozthpneſſe of his office 
laked vpon,noz natural obedience due to him 
remembzed , Shall they not wane = 
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mall cffimation to be giuen to the rulcrs, to 
who vnder the king we owe due obevicnce, 
that cannot in iuſt and lawfuil matters ber 
hearde, noꝛ men to haue that right woge- 


ment of their 5 as their iuſtice in 
rule, and fo: in counſaile requireth,but 
rather pꝛeterre their owne fanſics befoze o⸗ 


thers crpcrience, and deeme their owne rea⸗ 
ſon to be comon welth, and other mens wiſe- 
dome to be but dzcaminge : Shall they not 
truly ſay the ſubiectes to be moze vnfaithfull 
in diſobedience, than other ſubtects wozſe 02- 
dered be, and licence of libertic to make 
wilde hcades without oꝛder, and that they 
neither haue reaſon,that vnderſtande not the 
miſchiefe of ſedition, no2 dutie which folowe 
their beaſtipnefſe, noꝛ loue in them which ſo 
little remember the common wealth, noꝛ na⸗ 
turall affection which will daplie ſeeke their 
owne deſtruction? Thus the whole Countrie 
lacking the god opinion of other nations, is 
caſt into great ſhame by pour vnrulincſſe, 
and the pzoccedings of the Countrie, be they 
neuer ſo godly ſhall be pil ſpoken off, as vn⸗ 
„ n 
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hereby that deſcructh pzayſe, ſhall bpde the 
rebuke of them that lift to ſpeake pll, and pll 
things vntouched ſhall be boldlycr maintep- 
ned. Nothing map with pꝛaiſe be redꝛeſled, 
where thinges be mcaſurcd by chaunſable 
diſoꝛder, rather than by neccſlarie vſe, and 
that is thought molt pollitike, that men will 
be beſt contented to doe, and not that which 
men ſhould be bought vnto by duetie. And 
With what ductic oz vertue in pe, can pe 
quench out otf mens memoꝛies this foule cn- 
torpꝛiſe, oꝛ gather a god repoꝛt againe to this 
Ucalme , who haue ſo vilely with repꝛoche 
llaundered the ſame, and diuerlly diſcredited 
it among others, and abated the god opinion 
which was had of the iuſt gouernement and 
ruled oꝛder, vſed heretofoze in this noble 
URealme, which is now moſke grieuous, bi⸗ 
cauſe it is now moſt without cauſe. 

If this outwarde opinion, without far- 
ther ineonuenience were all, pet it might 
well be boꝛne and woulde with caſe, decaye 
that it grewe, but it hath not onely hurt vs 
with voice, but endaungered vs in derde, and 
caſt vs a great deale behinde the — 
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elle we might haue had a toplic foꝛedeale. Fo: 
that opoztunitp of timc which ſeldome chaun⸗ 
ceth, and is alwayes to be taken, hath benc 
by pour froward meanes loſt this pcare, + ſo 
bainlpe ſpent at home fo: bꝛinging downe of 
pou, which ſhould clſe pꝛofitablye haue bene 
otherwiſe beſfowed, that it hath bene almoſt

that if ye doe ouercome, pe be vnſure both 


by ſtrength abꝛode, and diſpleaſure of honeſt 


men at home, and by the puniſhment of the 
God aboue. And now pe haue not pet gotten - 
in deede, that pour vaine hope loketh foz by 


fanſie, thinke how certainely pe haue woun⸗ 


ded the common welth with a ſoꝛe ſtroke, in 


pꝛocuring our enimies by our weakeneſſe to 


ſeke victozp,x by our outward miſcry to ſeke 


outwarde glozie, wyth inwarde diſhonoz, 
which howſoener they get, thinke it to be 
long of you, who haue oſtered them victozie, 
afoꝛe they began warre, bicauſe ye would de⸗ 
clare to men hereafter belike, how daunge⸗ 
rous it is to make ſturres at home, when 
they doe not onely make . 
L.ftj, ut 
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mightie pnough , to reſiſt the power of out⸗ 
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but alſo our enimies ſtronge. 

Beide theſe there is another ſoꝛt of men, 
deſirous of aduauntage , and diſdainefull of 
our welth, whoſe gricfe is molt our greateſt 
hap, and be offended with religion, becauſe 
they be dꝛowned in ſuperſtition, men zealed 
towarde God, but not fit to iudge, meaning 
better without knowledge, then they iudge 
hy their meaning, woꝛthier whoſe ignoꝛance 
(ould be taken away, than their will ſhould 
be folowed , whome we ſhould moꝛe rebuke 
fo2 their ſtubburneſſe, than deſpiſe fo: their 
ignoꝛaunce. Theſe ſceing ſuperſtition beaten 
dowiie, and religion ſet vp, Gods woꝛde ta- 
king place, traditions kept in their kinde,dif- 

' ference made betweene Oods commannde- 
ments + mans learning, the truth of things 
ſought out accoꝛding to Chꝛiſtes inſtitution, 
examples taken of the Pꝛimitiue Churches 
vſe, not at the Biſhop of Romes oꝛdinaunce, 
and true woꝛſhip taught x will woꝛſhip refu- 
ſed, doe by blindneſle rebuke that as by truth 
they ſhould folow,x by affection folow that as 
by knowledge they ſhould abhozre, thinking 
vlage to be truth, x ſcripture to be exrour, not 
waping 


to the Rebell. 
waping by the woꝛde, but miſconſtruing by 
cuſtome. And now things be chaunged to the 
better, and religion truelper appointed, they 
ſee matters go awꝛp, which hurtcth the whole 
realme, and they reioyce in this miſchiete, as 
a thing wozthily happened, miſtakung the 
cauſe, and llaundering religion, as though 
there were no cauſe, why God might haue 
puniſhed , tf their vſcd pꝛoceſſion might ſt ill 
haue taken place. They ſe not that where 
Gods gloꝛie 1s trulyeſt ſet ſoꝛth, there the de⸗ ä 
Aill is moſt buſie foꝛ his part, and laboꝛcth to |: 
co:rupt by lewdneſſe,thatas is gotten out by [ 
|

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the truth, thinking that if it were not blenus 
ſhed at the firſt, the reſidue of his falſchead 
ſhould after leſſt pzeuaile , So he troublcth 
by bywapes,) he cannot plainely withſtand, | 
and vſeth ſubtilty of Sophiſtrie, where plaine 
reaſon fapleth , and perſwadeth ſunple men 
that to be a cauſe , which in deede cannot be 1 
tried and taken foz a cauſe, So he cauſeth re- þ 
ligion which teacheth obedience, to be iudged j 
the cauſe of ſedition, and the doctrine of loue, 
the ſeede of diſcention, miſtaking the thing,

? but perfwading mens mindes , and abuſing 
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the plaine meaning of the honclt, to a wicked 
ende of religions ouerthꝛow. The huſbande 
man had not ſo ſone thꝛowne ſerde in his 
grounde , but ſteppeth vp the ennnie and he 


ſoweth tockle to, i maketh men doubt, whe⸗ 


ther the gad huſvande had done well oz no, 
and whether be had ſowne there god ſerde 02 
bad. The fanſifull Jcwcs in Egypt woulde 
not beleue Jeremie, but thought their plague 
and their miſeris to come by his meanes,and 
leauing of Jdolatrie, to be p cauſe of penurp, 
whereloꝛe by wſlfull aduiſe they entended to 
fozfake the Pꝛophets counſaile, and thought 
to ſerue God moſt truelp, bp their roted and 
accuſtomed Jdolatry . When the Chꝛiſtian 
menne were perſccuted in the Pꝛumitiue 
Church, and daplie ſuffered Partyꝛdome 


weather was fo2 thꝛer oꝛ fower peare togi⸗ 
ther, that the heathen judged therevpon,God 
to be delighted with their crueltic , and ſo 
were perſwaded that with the bloud. of the 
Martpꝛs, they pleaſed God highlye. Such 
fanſtes lighted nowe in Papiſtes, and ir⸗ 
religious mens heades, and 


fo: Chꝛiſtes pzofeſſion , ſuch faire ſcaſon of * 
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to the Rel 
by chaunce happening togither;x concludeth 
the one to be the canſe of the other, and then 
delighteth in true wozſhippers hurt, becauſe 
they iudge curſedly the god to be bad, x ther- 
foze reiopſeth in the puniſhment of the godly. 
Foz they being leſhly , iudge by eutwarde 
things, andperceiuenot the inward, foꝛ that 
they lack the ſpirite, and ſo iudge amiſſe, not 
vnderſtandung Cod, what diuerſitie he ſufle⸗ 
reth, to blinde (ill the wilfnil , and how tizo- 
rowe all daungers, he ſaucth his foꝛechoſen. 
Thus haue pe giuen a large cccaſion, to ſtub⸗ 
burne Papiſtes both to iudge amiſſe, and allo 
to reioyce in this wicked chaunce, contented 
with our miſchie fe, not lyking our religion, 
and thinking Cod doth puniſhe foꝛ this bet⸗ 
ter chaunge, and haue thereby an yll opinion
